teresting turn yesterday, when the Southern Light end 
Power company filed an application with the- fdderel 
government for permission to construct another dam on 
the Tennesee river. It was the first intimation the pub­ 
lic that such a course even wes being considered. 
So surprising w a a fbe announcement th at *ome little 
time may be required for public sentiment for and against 
the application to become crystalized, particularly in the 
Tennessee Valleys Our people are anxious to see fuU de- 
\ velopment of the Tennessee river’s resources, but they are 
inclined to give considerable study to any power com­ 
pany development plans, before they lend them their ap­ 
proval.

The proposed develoment may simply be a gesture, cal-

culated to becloud the larger Muscle Shoals issue, 
hut 
from the evidence already in hand, the move can be taken; 
only to mean that the vast possibilities of power develop­ 
ment on this river have made themselves apparent

every agency interested in development of industrial wa- 
4 terpower sites. 
• The site proposed for the new dam is some distance be- 
I ..“low the present government development and, apparently, 
would have no material effect on the government’s plans. 
A Birmingham dispatch to The Daily, however, p ita ft 
diffeicut light on this phase, declaring: 
The government’s position is «aid to be that no hap­ 
hazard or piecemeal development of the Tennessee should 
place, but that the developments should be a part of 
comprhensive plan for the development of the entire 
yiver for power, navigation and flood control. 
The government's plan, outlined above, will, take lang- 
probably than would any private scheme of develop- 
jnant, yet, it appears ynbroiy annyi/l and reasonable* P ro­ 
bably it Is the better way. The next few months should
